Some 
reporters can wri te four words a 
second for several mi nutes. 
Few 
speakers talk as fast as th at. Stori es 
are told of cases where the fri cti on of 
the ji enci l canned by i ts qui ck m ove­ 
ment would someti mes set the paper 
afi re; but these are only stori es. 
In 
taki ng a short hand report, the pen 
prally moves no foster than i n wri t­ 
i ng common long-hand. 
The di ffer­ 
ence between the tw o i s that i n short­ 
hand a si ngle bri ef character repre­ 
sents an enti re word; som eti mes sev­ 
eral. 
Some boys only fi fteen who 
have learned the art, can, by m aki ng 
these crooked m arks rapi dly, get 
down every word o f a speech as last 
as the orator deli vers i t. 
We know 
of gi rls only twelve years old wri ti ng 
letters ti t each other i n these funnv 
characters, usi ng poet i d cards. Qui te 
a long letter can be wri tten i n thi s 
way; as m any words i n fact, us 
would fi ll two pages o f foolscap pa- 
per—and then the post-m aster can ’t 
read i t! 
Busi ness men, i t i s well know, em­ 
ploy a great m any short hand wri t­ 
ers, and the ti m e m ay come when 
everybody wi ll use thi s bri ef method 
i n order to save ti me nnd lalni r. 
Instances are related of cases where 
reporti ng W as done under di ffi culti es. 
One short-hand wri ter had to hold 
hi s note hook agai nst the wull ami 
wri te standi ng. Another wus obli ged 
to w ri te i n the d ark— hud to “ feel hi s 
w ay.” 
It i s so easy for some persons 
to report a speech, th at t h e y can do 
so, whi le to som e extent thi nki ng of 
som ethi ng els*» enti rely; just as you 
can walk and talk at the sam e ti me 
T o the exji ert, i ndeed, short-hand 
wri ti ng i s an easy task. 
We know a 
few lawyers ski lled i n stenography,

The Recent Ruins Improve the Ap­ 
pearance of Grain to a Marked 
Degree. 


Nearly every portion of the Northwestern 
a bent belt has been visited w ith rain during 
the lust ten days, the form of precipitation 
varying from ligh t showers to heavy dow n­ 
pours.

no eagle scream ing or tiap-doodle; no offen­ 
sive advancem ent of American pretensions;

*hop diplom acy, in tine. The history of 1 8 8 1 
has not repeated itself in 1889. 
The adm in­ 
istration of tbe state departm ent has been 
m odest, reticent, dignified and decorous to 
the outw ard view'. 
So far as its m ethod* are 
observable, and so fMr as its result-* have 
been developed, it is Judicious, intelligent, 
firm and effective. 
There is a disposition to 
explain the contrast with eight years ago by 
dw elling upon tbe differing traits of charac­ 
ter of Gurtield aud Harrison, and attributing 
the belter counsels that prevail in the state 
departm ent to the guidance and restraint 
oi a firmer hand at the White House.

shop diplom acy. In fine. The history of 1881 
has n o t repeated itself in 1889.

l>r. Talninge Dwells on 
the 
Festal 
Time When People Go from Cities 
Into Woods and Cut liranehes . 
for Booths, 


The H a m p t o n s , July 14th .— The subject 


of the Rev. T. I)e W itt Tulmane's sermon to ­ 
day was "The Bower of Tree 
Branches.” 
His text was NVhemiah via., 15—“G oforth 
into the mount and fetch olive branches, and 
palm branches, 
and 
pine 
branches, and 
myrtle branches, and branches of thi:k trees 
to make booths." 
Following is the sermon: 
It srt'ffio as if Mount Olivet were unmoored. 
The people have gone into the mountain and 
have cut off t ree branches and put them on 
their shoulders, and they come forth now in­ 
to the streets of Jerusalem, and on the house­ 
tops. and they twist these tree branches into 
arbors or booths. 
Then the people come 
forth from their comfortable homes and 
dwell for seven days in these booths or ar' 
bors. 
Why do they do that? 
Well, it is a 
great festal time. 
It is the feast of the tab ­ 
ernacle; and those people are going to cele­ 
brate the desert travel of their fathers and 
their deliverance trom their troubles, the ex 
pericnce ot their fathers when, traveling in 
the desert, they lived in booths on their way 
to the land of C ana an. 
And so these booths 
also become higLly suggestive—I 
will not 
say they are necessarily typical, but highly 
suggestive—of our march toward 
heaven 
and of the lact that we are only living tem­ 
porarily here, as it were, in booths or arbors 
on our way to the Fanaan of eternal rest. 
And what was said to the Jews literally 
may today be said figuratively to all this 
audience. 
Go forth into the mountain and 
letch olive branches, and myrtle branches, 
and palm branches, and branches ot thick 
tn s'sto make booths. Yes, weare onlyherein 
a temporary residence. We are marching on. 
The merchant pnnces who used to live in 
Bowling Green. New ^ ork, have passed away 
and their residences are now the fields of 
cheap merchants. 
Where are the men who 
fbty years ago owned New York? I’assed 
on 
There is no use in our driving our stakes 
too deep into the earth; we are on the march. 
The generations th at have gone so far on 
that we can not even hear the sound of tin ir 
footsteps. 
They have gone over the hills 
and we are to follow them. 
But, blessed be 
God. we are not in this world left out of 
doors and unsheltered. 
There art* gospel 
arbors in which our souls are to be nun- 
forted. 
G oforth unto the mountain and 
li tch olive branches, and pine branches, and 
myrtle branches, and palm branches, and 
branches of thick tree*. and build booths. 
Well, n o w we ore today to construct a gos­ 
pel arbor, or gospel booth; and how shall 
we construct it? 
Well, we must get all the 
tree branches and build. 
According to my 
text we must go up into the mount and 
bring olive branches. 
W hat does that mean? 
The olive tree grows in warm climates, and 
it reaches the height of twenty to twenty- 
two feet, a straight stem, and then an off­ 
shoot trom th at stem. 
Ami then people 
come, ami they strip off these branches 
sometimes; and when in time of war the gen­ 
eral of one army takes one of these olive 
branches and goes out to the general of an­ 
other army, wlnit does that mean? 
Why, it 
means, unsaddle the war ( barges. 
It means 
hang up the war knapsacks. 
It is but a 
beautiful way ol saying: 
Pence! 
Now, if we are to-day going to succeed in 
building ibis gospel harbor we must go into 
the mount of God's blessing and fetch the 
olive branches, and whatever else wemust have 
we must have a t least two olive branches— 
have ]>eace with God and peace with man. 
When 1 say peace with God ! do not mean to 
represent God as a bloody chieltain.havinga 
grudge against us. but 1 do not mean to af­ 
firm there is no more antagonism between 
a hound and a hare, between a 
hawk and a 
pullet, between elephant and swine than 
there is in hostility between holiness and sin 
Ami if God is all holiness and we are all sin 
there must be a readjustment, there must be 
a reconstruction, there must be a treaty, 
there must l>e a stretching forth of olive 
branches. 
There is a great lawsuit 
going on. now 
end it is a lawsuit which man 
is bringing 
against his maker.

ion; it is full of health, health for all, health 
for the mind, health for the soul. 
1 knew an aged man who had no capital of 
physical health. 
He had had nil the dis­ 
eases you could imagine; ho did not eat 
enough to keep a child alive; he jived on a 
I leverage hosaimas. 
He lived high, for ho 
dined every day with the king. 
He was kept 
nlive simply by the force of our holy rojigiou. 
h is a healthy religion; healthy for the eve, 
healthy tor the hand, healthy for the leet, 
healthy lor the heart, healthy for the liver, 
healthy for the spleen, healthy for the whole 
man. 
It gives a man such pear*, such quiet­ 
ness, such independence of circumstances, 
such holy equipoise. 
Oh, that we all p o s s e s ­ 
sed it, that we possessed it now 
I mean that 
»t is healthy i- a man gets enough ofit.

You wanl something 
better than this world can give. 
A young 
prince, when the children came around to 
play with him. refused to play. 
He said: “ I 
will play only with kings.

supposed that you would throw away all 
other solace before this regal satisfaction, 
this imperial joy. 
Ye who are sons and 
daughters of the Lord almighty ought only

But my text takes a further step and says, 
“Go into the mountain and fetch olive

The fruit was conserved, the 
sap was a beverage; the stems were ground 
up 
for 
camels: 
the

into hats and m ats 
and baskets, and the leaves were carried in 
victorious procession, and from the root to 
the top ofth e high test leaf there was useful­ 
ness. 
The tree grew eighty-five feet in height 
sometimes, and it spread broad leaves four 
and five yards long, it meant usefulness and 
it meant victory; usefulness for what it pro­ 
duced, victory because it was brought into 
celebrations of triumph. 
And oh, how much 
we want the palm branches in the churches 
of Jesus Christ a t this time! 
A great many 
Christians don’t amount to anything. 
You 
have to shove them out of the way when the 
Lord's chariots come along. 
We don’t want 
any more of that kind of Christians in the 
church. 
The old maxim says; 
“ Do not put nil 
.your eggs into one basket; ’ but I have to 
tell you in this m atter of religion you had 
lietter give your all to God, and then get in 
yourself. “Oh,” says some one, "m y busi­ 
ness is to sell silks and cloths.” 
Well, then, 
my brother, sell silks and cloths to the glory 
of God. 
And some one says: 
"M.v business 
is to raise corn and carrots.” 
Then, my 
brother, raise corn and carrots to the glory 
of God. 
And some one B u ys: 
My business 
is to manufacture horse-shoe Dai's.” Then 
manufacture liore shoe nails to the glory of 
God. There is nothing for you to do th at 
you ought to do but ior the glory of God. 
Usefulness is typified by the palm tree. 
Ah, we don't want in the church any more 
people th at are merely weeping willows, sigh­ 
ing into the water, standing and admiring 
their long lashes in the glassy spring. 
No 
wild cherry, dropping bitter fruit. 
We w ant 
palm 
tr(S(s, holding something for God, 
something for angels, something for man. 
I 
am tired and sick of this fiat, tame, insipid, 
hightv-tighty religion! 
It. is worth nothing 
for this world, and it is destruction for 
eternity. 
Give me 500 men and women fully conse­ 
crated to Christ and we will take a n y c i t y 
for God in three years. 
Give me 10,000 men 
und women fully up to the Christian stan­ 
dard; in ten years 10,000 of them take the 
whole earth for God. 
But w hen we aie go­ 
ing to begin 
I .edyard, the great traveler, w as brought 
liefore the Geographical Society of Great 
Britain and they wanted him to make some 
explorations in Africa and they showed him 
ail the perils and all the hard work and all 
the exposure, and alter they had told him 
what they wanted him to do in 
Africa they 
said to him: “ Now, Ledyard. when are yon 
ready to start?” 
lie said: 
“ Tomorrow 
morning.” The learned men were astonished; 
they thought he would take weeks or mouths 
to get ready. 
Well, now. you tell me you 
want to be useful in Christian service.

t urlositics of Short-Hand.

How many of our readers ever saw 
short-hand written swiftly? Some 
reporters can write four words a 
second for several minutes. 
Few 
speakers talk as fast as that. Stories 
are told of cases w here the friction of 
the pencil caused by its quick move­ 
ment would sometimes set the paper 
afire; but these are only stories. 
In 
taking a short hand report, the pen 
really moves no laster than in writ­ 
ing common long-hand. The differ­ 
ence between the two is that in short­ 
hand a single brief character repre­ 
sents an entire word; sometimes sev­ 
eral. Some boys only fifteen who 
have learned the art, can, by making 
these crooked marks rapidly, get 
down every word of a speech as fast 
as the orator delivers it. We know 
ot girls only twelve years old writing 
letters to each other in these funny 
characters, using postal cards. Quite 
a long letter can be written in this 
way; as many words in fact, as 
would till two pages of foolscap pa­ 
per—and then the post-master can’t 
read it! 
Business men, it is well know, em­ 
ploy a great many short hand writ­ 
ers, and the time may come when 
everybody will use this brief method 
in order to save time and labor. 
Instances are related ofcases where 
reporting Was done under difficulties. 
One short-hand writer had to hold 
his note book against the wall and 
write standing. Another wusohliged 
to write in the dark—had to “feel his 
w ay/’ It is so easy for some persons 
to report a sjieech, that they can do 
so, while to some extent thinking of 
something else entirely; just as you 
can walk and talk at the same time. 
To the expert, indeed, short-hand 
writing is an easy task. 
We know a 
few lawyers skilled in stenography, 
who are able, while addressing the 
Court, to write down their remarks 
in short-hand just as they are deliv­ 
ered. They are able to think,sjieak, 
and write all at the same time. This 
was not so difficult however as it ap­ 
peared, liecnusc the hand kept pace 
with t he tongue, and the tongue with 
the brain. 
Some reporters use short hand for 
“telling fortunes.” Make a mark 
ever so simple, and it will lie sure to 
mean something in short-hand! This 
is true, and has been tried hundreds 
of times. 
It is supposed that your 
pencil is guided by fate, and the 
words written ure indicative of what 
| you 
will 
do, have 
or 
become, 
i 
A school teacher once wrote a 
“million.” A candidate for office 
wrote “Salt-Creek” and was sent up 
to it soon afterwards! A lazy fellow 
j wrote “shirk.” 
A student wrote 
j “knowledge.” A school girl wrote 
j “tall fellow” and seemed satisfied! 
This sort of “fortune telling” which 
; may Ik* indulged in at social gather- 
i ings. is often quite amusing. 
Good short-hand reporters who 
j write left-handed an* by no means 
; rare. 
A few' can 
write with both 
j hards, but not two speeches at the 
I time, as some may suppose. The 
j ls*st court reporters, however, often 
write down what is said by two per­ 
sons talking at tie* same time. 
But 
they only employ one hand in doing 
this, making, no doubt, pretty good 
use of their head also. 
Barnurn onceexhibited q man born 
w'ithout 
hands, who had learned 
stenography. 
He had, of course, to 
I write with his foot, and this he could 


j do quite well. 
Strictly speaking, 
when he wrote he did not produce 
! short hand notes, but, instead short- 
j foot notes. 
A curious feature of short-hand is 
1 that words often have a meaning 
j w hen turned downside-up. ThusJ-m , 
j the consonant outline for Jim , when 
j turned upside-down, reads n j, the 
word-sign for knowledge. 
Further, 
j if the reader should for a moment 
stand on his head, the words Smith, 
John. Thomas would rend respect­ 
fully, Science, Angel, Senate; Jones 
would read sage; Jennie,image; ( lara, 
reckon; Europe, pure: music, cousin; 
ink, camp: father, order; silver, van­ 
ishes; rainbow, beware; economy, 
nickle. The sentence “Great John has 
his angel gift," reads precisely the 
same, whether it is read forwards, or 
turned over and read backwards. 
A one-armed editor who had never 
studied any brief system of writing, 
used often to claim, jocularly, to be 
a “short-a-hnnd” man! 
We knew a smart Aleck” who, as 
goon as short-hand lux-nine popular, 
made pretense that he knew all 
about it. 
lie managed to get pos­ 
session of a Liter written in charac­ 
ters, claiming that he received it 
from one of his short-hand corres­ 
pondents. 
He would often astonish 
persons wno knew no better, by 
taking his |w*n<-il and jerking off a 
few crooked marks which he would 
make lielieve meant “ Kingdom of 
Heaven”, “Policy of the Adminis­ 
tration’’, General George Washing­ 
ton” etc. Once pretending to write 
the Scriptural passage, “ Wisdom is 
justified in her children” a reporter 
l»y chance was present. The marks 
produced by “Aleck,” it so happened 
read as follows, “ I am a dunce!

Teaching Frugality, 
The wealth of Holland and the 
great commercial prosperity of that 
country about 200 years ago were 
built up by a parsimonious frugality, 
which for a long time marked the 
character of the Dutch.

Family Refrigerator. 
Tho following, which is cheap, will 
answer the purpose as well as a 
costly refrigerator, and will probably 
use less ice, too. 
Make an oblong 
box of sufficient size to hold the 
articles to be kept, and line it with 
tin, sheet-iron 
or 
zinc. 
If strict 
economy is to lie practised the joints 
need not be soldered, but the sheets 
of metal must lie lapped an inch and 
a halt, and the posts in contact 
painted with thick white lead, and 
then nailed with a double row of 
small nails. This box should be at 
least 2L} leet deep; 
leet would 
I k * 
better. Across one end make a slat 
shelf to hold the ice, say 18 inches 
wide one way and the width of the 
box the other; this shelf to be 12 
inches froin the floor of the box. On 
this shelf put an ordinary tin pan 
with sides 3 inches from the floor of 
the box. On this 
shelf 
put an 
ordinary tin pan with sides 3 inches 
high, and tilt it a little so that the 
melted ice will run to one in which a 
hole must be made to let out the 
water into a vessel placed beneath 
for that purpose. Another box must 
be made enough larger than the lirst 
so that when the first one made is 
placed in it there will bean eight- 
inch strips on edge, one at each end, 
and one foot from the end of the 
large box. 
Fill up even with top of 
these strips with sawdust, chaff, cut 
hay, or straw packed solid, set in 
the smaller box, letting 4 rest on 
these strips, and fill in the space all 
around with some packing used in 
the bottom. 
Make a double cover 
large enough to come even with out­ 
side of a largo box and hinge to back 
of same. This cover should have a 
six-inch space filled in as before di­ 
rected. 
Put the ice in the pan, cover 
with an old blanket, and you can 
keep anything cold, and when you 
raise the lid of the box the cold air 
will not “tumble out” half as fast as 
it will out of one of those patent 
refrigerators with vertical doors. 
I 
made a creamer on this plan, using 
ice-water to set the milk in, and it 
worked first-rate; kept in all day, 
and the milk never soured, no matter 
how much thunder there was. 


A s im p l e stove for warming rooms 
by means of solar heat has been con­ 
trived by Prof. E. S. Morse. 
It con­ 
sists of a shallow box, having a bot­ 
tom of corrugated iron and a glass 
top. This device is placed outside 
the building, where the sun can shine 
directly into it. The 
rays 
pass 
through the glass, and are absorbed 
by the metal, heating >t to a high 
temperature and warming the air of 
the box. The air, which on sunny 
days rises to ‘Jo° P., is conveyed into 
the room to be heated.

short hand written swiftly? 
Borne 
reporters can write four words a 
second for several minutes. 
Few' 
speakers talk as fast as th at. Stories 
are told of cases w here the friction of 
th** pencil caused by its quick move­ 
ment would sometimes set the paper 
afire; but these are only stories. 
In 
faking a short hand report, the pen 
really moves no faster than in writ­ 
ing common long hand. 
The differ­ 
ence between the two is th a t in short­ 
hand a single brief character repre­ 
sents an entire word; sometimes sev­ 
er; ii. 
Some boys only fifteen who 
have learned the Jirt, can, by making 
these crooked marks rapidly, get 
down every word of a speech as fast 
as the o rato r delivers it. 
We know 
of girls only twelve years old writing 
letters to each other in these funny 
characters, using postal cards. Quite 
a long letter can he written in thin 
way; as m any words in fact, as 
would fill two piiges of foolscap pa­ 
per—;md then the post-m aster can ’t 
rem I it! 
Business men, it is well know, em­ 
ploy a great many short hand writ­ 
ers, and the time may collie when 
everybody will use this brief method 
in order to save time and labor. 
Instances are related ofcast's where 
reporting Was doneunder difficulties. 
One short-hand writer had to hold 
his note hook against the wall and 
write standing. Another wjis obliged 
to write in the dark—had to “ feel his 
way.” 
It is so easy for some persons 
to report a sjKs*ch, th a t they can do 
so, while to some extent thinking of 
something els*? entirely; just as you 
can walk and talk at the same time. 
To the expert, indeed, short-hand 
writing is an easy task. 
We know a 
few lawyers skilled in stenography, 
who are able, while addressing the 
Court, to write down their rem arks 
in short-hand just as they lire deliv­ 
ered. 
They are able to tliink,speak, 
ami writ** ail a t the same time. 
This 
was not so difficult however as it ap­ 
peared, liecause the hand kept pace 
with th** tongue, and the tongue with 
the brain. 
Some reporters use short-hanil for 
“ t«*l!mg fortunes.” 
Make a mark 
ever so simple, and it will lie sure to 
mean something insliort-band! 
is tm**, and has been tri***l hundreds 
of times. 
It is suppose*I th a t your 
fieneil is guided by fate, and the 
words written are indicative of what 
you 
will 
do, 
have 
or 
Itecome. 
A school teacher once wrote a 
“million.” 
A 
candidate for office 
wrote “Salt-Creek” and was sent up 
to it soon afterwards! 
wrote

wrote

Family Refrigerator. 
The following, which is cheap, will 
answer the purpose as well jis a 
costly refrigerator, and will probably 
use less ice, 
too. 
Make an oblong 
box of sufficient size to hold the 
articles to be kept, and line it with 
tin, sheet-iron 
or 
zinc. 
If strict 
economy is to lie practised the joints 
need not be soldered, but the sheets 
of metal must lie lapped an inch and 
a half, and the posts in contact 
painted with thick white lead, and 
then nailed with a double row of 
small nails. 
This box should be a t 
least 2% feet deep; ff feet would lie 
lietter. 
Across one end make a slat 
shelf to hold the ice, say 18 inches 
wide one way and the width of the 
box the other; this shelf to be 12 
inches froin the floor of the box. 
On 
this shelf put an ordinary tin pan 
w ith sides ff inches from the floor of 
the box. 
On this 
shelf 
put jill 
ordinary tin pan with sides ff inches 
high, ami tilt it a little so th at the 
melted ice will run to one in which a 
hole must be made to let out the 
water into a vessel placed beneath 
for th at purpose. 
Another box must 
be made enough larger than the first 
so th a t when the first one made is 
placed in it there will b ean eight- 
inch strips on edge, one a t each end, 
and one foot from the end of the 
large box. 
Fill up even with top of 
these strips with sawdust, chaff, cut 
hay, or straw’ packed solid, set in 
the smaller box, lett ing ii. rest on 
these strips, and fill in the space all 
around with some packing used in 
the bottom . 
Make a double cover 
large enough to come even with out­ 
side of a large box and hinge to back 
of same. 
This cover should have a 
six-inch space tilled iii as before di­ 
rected. 
P u t the ice in the pan, cover 
with an obi blanket, and vqu can 
keep anything cold, nnd wlien you 
raise the lid of the box the cold air 
will not “tumble o u t” half as fast as 
it will out of one of those patent 
refrigerators with vertical doors.

ice-water to set the milk in, and it 
worked first-rate; kept in all day, 
and the milk never soured, no m atter 
how' much thunder there was.
